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In  June,  1934  the  Grosvenor  Library  Bulletin  Vol.  16, 
no.  4,  was  given  over  entirely  to  "Pamphlets  and  Books 
Printed  in  Buffalo  Prior  to  1850;  Being  a  Supplement  to  the 
list  compiled  by  Dr.  F.  H.  Severance  and  published  in  the 
Buffalo  Historical  Society  Publications,  Volume  VI,  Appen- 
dix A.,  1903,  by  Douglas  C.  McMurtrie." 

In  June,  1935  the  Bulletin  Vol.  17,  no.  4,  contained 
"A  Bibliography  of  Books  and  Pamphlets  Printed  at  Ge- 
neva, N.  Y.  1800-1850,  by  Douglas  C.  McMurtrie." 

Since  the  publication  of  these  bibliographies  new  im- 
prints have  been  reported  and  it  has  been  decided  to  publish 
the  supplementary  lists  in  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin.  The 
present  plan  is  to  have  each  June  issue  a  bibliographical 
number  and  to  print  lists  of  Western  New  York  imprints  in 
these  issues. 

The  September  number  of  the  Grosvenor  Library 
Bulletin  will  contain  a  review  of  the  work  of  the  year  at  the 
library,  including  the  annual  report  of  the  librarian  as  well 
as  the  usual  regular  items:  exhibits,  radio,  news  and  notes,

IN  1934,  I  published  in  vol.  16,  no.  4,  of  the  Grosvenor  Library 
Bulletin  a  bibliography  of  books  and  pamphlets  printed  in  Buffalo 
prior  to  1850,  supplementary  to  the  list  published  by  Dr.  Frank 
H.  Severance  in  1903  in  vol.  6  of  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  Pub- 
lications. There  is  here  presented  a  second  supplementary  list  of 
Buffalo  imprints,  discovered  since  the  publication  of  my  first 
supplement. 

To  the  157  titles  recorded  in  my  previous  supplement  are  here 
added  descriptions  of  64  additional  Buffalo  imprints.  Of  these,  two 
are  of  special  interest  and  rarity.  The  French  Convert  (no.  158) 
made  known  to  me  through  the  courtesy  of  Dr.  A.  H.  Shearer,  is,  at 
present  writing,  the  earliest  known  book  printed  in  Buffalo.  The 
Buffalo  edition  of  the  7\[eu>  England  Primer,  a  little  book  which  looms 
large  in  the  history  of  American  juvenile  literature,  is  also  of  unique 
interest. 

Three  of  the  titles  (nos.  171,  196,  and  205)  are  more  complete 
records  of  titles  already  listed  as  nos.  57,  114,  and  142. 

Of  32  titles,  single  copies  only  have  thus  far  been  discovered. 
Of  these  the  Library  of  Congress  has  7  and  the  Colgate  Baptist  His' 
torical  Collection  has  5;  the  Buffalo  Public  library  and  the  Buffalo 
Historical  Society  have  4  each;  3  each  are  in  the  New  York  State 
Library  and  the  Wisconsin  Historical  Society;  and  1  each  are 
recorded  from  the  Army  Medical  Library,  the  Boston  Public  Library, 
the  Harvard  College  Library,  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society, 
the  American  Antiquarian  Society,  and  the  collection  of  Mr.  J.  M. 
Fellows.  The  largest  group  of  these  added  titles  is  in  the  Library  of 
Congress,  in  which  14  of  them  have  been  located. 

Eight  titles  (nos.  159,  159a,  170,  173,  178,  187,  188,  and  216) 
are  known  thus  far  only  from  their  occurrence  in  catalogues  or  other 
references,  4  of  these  unlocated  titles  being  drawn  from  the  cata- 
logues of  the  New  York  State  Library  issued  before  the  fire  of  1911. 

Copies  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  Buffalo  Orphan  Asylum  for 
the  years  18384843,  1845,  and  18474849  are  still  to  be  discovered. 

Students  of  Western  New  York  history,  I  am  confident,  will 
share  with  me  my  gratitude  to  the  Grosvenor  Library  for  making 
these  bibliographical  notes  available  in  printed  form. 

As  I  expect  to  continue  an  active  interest  in  Western  New  York 
imprints,  it  may  be  added  that  I  shall  appreciate  note  of  any  further 
additions  to  the  record  of  issues  of  the  early  Buffalo  press.

THERE  was  published  in  1935  in  Vol.  17,  No.  4,  of  the  Gros> 
vernor  Library  Bulletin  a  bibliography  of  books  and  pamphlets 
printed  in  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  before  1851.  This  list  had  previously 
been  issued  in  mimeographed  form  for  checking  by  interested  biblio- 
graphers  and  librarians,  a  checking  which  served  to  make  the  Geneva 
list  as  it  appeared  in  printed  form  far  more  complete  than  it  could 
otherwise  have  been. 

However,  in  the  absence  of  full  records  of  the  work  of  all  the 
local  printers,  no  bibliography  of  imprints  can  make  any  claim  to 
finality.  All  a  compiler  can  do  is  to  use  all  his  ingenuity  for  dis' 
covering  titles,  relying  largely  on  the  co-operation  of  friendly  cor- 
respondents.  The  very  publication  of  a  list  stimulates  search  for 
unrecorded  titles.    This  is,  of  course,  as  it  should  be. 

Since  the  printing  of  this  Geneva  list  I  have  found  record  of 
relatively  few  titles — fifteen  in  all — a  list  of  which  is  presented  here- 
with.  A  number  of  these  titles  are  known  only  from  their  listing  in 
the  catalogues  of  the  New  York  State  Library.  As  is  well  known, 
most  of  the  holdings  of  that  great  library  were  destroyed  by  fire,  and 
copies  of  the  pamphlets  and  books  whose  titles  are  given  on  the 
authority  of  those  catalogues  have  not  been  located.  It  is  hoped  that, 
on  publication  of  the  present  list,  copies  of  these  imprints  may  be 
brought  to  light. 

Bibliographies  of  the  early  imprints  of  other  New  York  state 
cities  are  now  being  worked  on — among  them  Auburn,  Ithaca, 
Canandaigua,  Cooperstown,  Ballston,  Saratoga,  Schenectady,  Albany, 
Hudson,  Catskill,  and  Poughkeepsie. 

The  compiler  is  deeply  grateful  to  Dr.  Shearer  and  his  associates 
on  the  staff  of  the  Grosvenor  Library,  for  co-operation  in  the  prepara' 
tion  and  publication  of  these  bibliographies  of  local  imprints.

The  Grosvenor  Library  is  the  reference  library  of  the  City  of 
Buffalo.  It  was  established  by  the  munificence  of  Seth  Grosvenor  who 
was  one  of  the  pioneer  business  men  of  Buffalo  before  the  city  was 
burned  in  1812.  He  died  in  1857  and  left  $40,000  to  found  a  refer- 
ence library  "the  books  not  to  be  lent  out  or  rented  and  only  used 
for  reading  in  the  building,"  the  purpose  being  to  supply  standard 
literature,  the  more  expensive  works  needed  by  students  and  books  for 
research.  The  act  making  provisions  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
bequest  was  passed  in  1859,  but  the  Library  was  not  opened  for  the 
public  until  1870.  The  present  building  was  erected  in  1895  and  the 
addition  in  1922. 

Although  possessing  this  endowment  the  Grosvenor  Library  is 
almost  wholly  supported  by  the  City  of  Buffalo  and  its  resources  are 
for  the  free  use  of  the  citizens,  there  being  no  membership  or  other 
special  privileges  connected  with  the  institution.  A  welcome  is 
extended  to  temporary  residents  and  strangers. 

The  Library  contains  over  300,000  volumes,  to  which  additions 
are  continually  being  made.  Library  hours  are:  Week  days  9  A.  M. 
to  10  P.  M.,  Sundays  2  to  6  P.  M.
